Roughly 100 km north of the Arc- 
tic Circle, the town’s inhabitants 
number a few hundred, almost all 
members of the Gwichin First Nation. 
Like many northern communities, 
Fort McPherson has been ravaged by 
alcoholism and all its attendant ills 
— unemployment, violence in a 
variety of forms including spousal 
and child abuse, children with fetal 
alcohol syndrome, broken families 
and, of course, suicide. As one step 
in the process of turning things 
around the town council invited 
Gregg and Thurston to come north 
They brought with them their ex- 
pertise and about 25 pairs of skates 
to share with a bunch of kids who 
have virtually nothing. But as Gregg 
explains, “We weren't there toteach 
hockey so much as help them de- 
velop some self-esteem.” 

Thurston paints a grim picture of 
the challenges McPherson's young 
people face. He says they are just as 
lacking in life skills as they are in 
hockey skills. “These kids don't 
have much going for them and they 
don’t have any reason to care... a 
lot of them have harelips (a symp- 
tom of fetal alcohol syndrome).” 
The teenagers he and Gregg spoke 
to bragged about what they do with 
their spare time: “We drink, screw 
and steal.” 

Ask Gregg about how he can relate 
this bleak environment to the glitzy, 
big business world of the NHL that 
he left not too long ago and you get 
a read-between-the-lines answer 
“Well, the business of pro sport is 
very specific in its interests 

“One of the exciting benefits of 
having been in that world is being 
able to go to a community where 
the kids have no future and maybe 
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“I can't believe the difference Alba Botanica Spa Treatments 
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started using Alba, my skin not only cleared up, it looks radiant! 
Thanks, Alba!” —vinda McKay-Black, Fort McMurray resident & Terra Customer 
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give them a ray of hope. Sport is 
one of their only avenues for 
growth. A 10-year-old can develop 
a lot of personal qualities through 
hockey.” 

A ray of hope is exactly what 
Thurston sees when he looks at the 
younger kids they met in Fort 
McPherson. “They're the ones you 
can build with. You could see the 
excitement in their eyes, and talk 
about try... these little guys would 
just go and go. They didn’t care 
whether they had fancy equipment 
or if their skates even fit.” 

The most enduring image of the 
trip for Thurston was the stoicism 
of his young charges. “It must have 
been minus 30 in that metal barn of 
an arena and there I was in all my 
high-tech winter gear — 300-weight 
polypro underwear, polyguard 
fleece — freezing my butt off. And 
these crazy little kids are out there 
zooming around with bare hands 
and nothing on their heads but ball 
caps. Geez they're tough.” 

Gregg’s most vivid mental pic- 
ture is of the blizzard they had to 
walk through on their way back to 
their “hotel” after their day at the 
rink. “The windchill was minus 50, 
it was snowing and blowing so 
much that we could hardly see. I 
remember looking up as we were 
walking and realizing how isolated 
this place was... it's astounding.” 

As many lessons as Gregg and 
Thurston taught in Fort McPher- 
son, it seems they learned more 
Thurston says simply, “I realized 
how lucky I am.” Adds Gregg, 
“When you're in Edmonton you 
have a tendency to take things for 


granted Up there it’s a bit of a 
reality check 

Hmmm... sounds like a good pre- 
scription for a bad case of 
self-absorption. Just what the doc- 
tor ordered — eh Doug? 2 







































“Juicy” reading 


EATING APPLES 
Kay Stewart and Caterina Edwards 
NeWest Press, 310 pp., $18.95

There's nothing subtle about the 
title of the new book of autobio- 
graphical essays edited by local 
writers Kay Stewart and Caterina 
Edwards, or its biblical reference 
As the name implies, Eating Apples 
is a book thatexplores the different 
kinds of knowledge that women 
search for, and the consequences 
that they often must pay 





Stewart and Edwards solicited 
submissions from across Canada 
before finally settling on the 43 
works in the book. In the book's 
introduction, Stewart explains that 
she was impressed by the range of 
the submissions in terms of sub- 
ject, style and authorship. “Younger 
women grappling with identity, 
older women still grappling with 
identity,” she writes. Certainly the 
authors of the autobiographical 
tales cover the full spectrum of age 
and socio-economic status. 

The 43 works chosen for the book 
are subdivided into six areas of a 
woman's way of knowing, includ- 
ing Working Knowledge, Forbidden 
Knowledge, Relative Knowledge, 
Body of Knowledge, Book of 
Knowledge, and Tree of Knowl- 
edge. Some of the tales, like J.R 
Lundman's Skating is More than 
Walking, are bittersweet recollec- 
tions of childhood and the moment 
when childhood is lost. Others like 
Elaine Auerbach'’s my cousin the 
writer recall memories of a scarce- 
ly known relative who has taken 
her own life. 

While many of the stories are som- 
bre, perhaps even brooding, others, 
like Holly Quan’s The Eyes Have It, 
offer an uplifting look at life's possi- 
bilities. In Quan’s case the surgical 
correction of an eye disease that left 
her legally blind opens up a whole 
new world of possiblities. After liv- 
ing a life remarkable only for its 


routine, Quan uses her néw-found 
sight to break barriers that before 
had seemed insurmountable. It's the 
kind of tale that makes you re-evalu- 
ate your own life and whether or not 
it is all it could be 

Unfortunately, there are also sev- 
eral tales that explore the theme of 
violence against women. It is not 
their inclusion that is unfortunate, 
but the fact that they are such a 
common life experience for so many 
of the writers. In the tale Remem- 
bering Rosebuds, author R.M. 
Thompson takes us back to the days 
when abortions were performed in 
dank back alleys at the hands of 
inept, often cruel practitioners. It 
is a sobering reminder that crimi- 
nalizing abortion does not 
eliminate it, it only makes it more 
horrifying. In Sarah Murphy’s ex- 
cerpt, Once Upon a Time (...and it 
hurts) we are taken inside the mind 
of a woman who has been sexually 
assaulted, and the rage and anger 
she feels for her attacker. This is 
definitely not light reading. 

If the subject matter is at times 
uncomfortable, it is meant to be. 
These are, after all, the life experi- 
ences of real women. In the short 
time that we spend with each au- 
thor, we share not only their anger 
and fear, but also their hope and 
inspiration. By the time the book is 
over, you gain not only a new un- 
derstanding of the experiences of 
other women, but of the events 
and people that have shaped your 
own life. Eating Apples is, as the 
editors promise, “juicy and satisfy- 
ing, sweet and sour.”

t's become rather clichéd, not to

After all, the 
city is well-known as the home of 
some of Canada’s best visual and 
performing artists. So when look- 
ing at the success of the designers 
behind Edmonton's Pure Design, 
it's not the fact that their pieces 
have attracted attention from across 
Canada and the United States that 
should surprise us. It’s the speed 
at which this young company is 
evolving into an international suc- 
cess 


Career path 


At an age when many 20-some- 
things are still struggling to decide 
on a career path, the guys behind 
Pure Design are already pros at their 
craft. Geoffrey Lilge, 27, Daniel 
Hlus, 29, and Randy McCoy, 26, met 
while students at the University of 
Alberta taking courses in industrial 
design 

Although they studied both fur- 
niture and product design, by the 
time they graduated all three had 
decided product design was the 
route they would pursue 

“We found that metal was our 
medium,” explains Lilge, “and that 
smaller products were our niche.” 

Upon graduation, the three 
helped found the Hothouse Design 
group and were part of the team of 
artists that opened up the Hothouse 
retail space in Commerce Place 

Although they consider the time 
spent with Hothouse as a good 


training ground, the responsibility 
of managing a retail space while 


developing and expanding their 
designs was at times taxing 

“At Hothouse you were respon- 
sible for every facet of producing, 
designing and distributing your 
own individual products,” explains 
Lilge 


Different aspects 


“It's very limiting in terms of how 
much you could produce and how

Instead, 
their products are sold locally 
through Empire Home Furnishings 
and at Holt Renfrew during the 
Christmas season 

“Quite frankly there's a lot out 
there as far as retail goes, and you 
have to choose what you want to 
concentrate on,” says Lilge 

Since their formation, the com- 
pany has expanded their market 
substantially, and now sells to 45 
stores across Canada including the 
recent addition of a store in St. 
John’s. They have also made forays 
into the American market, includ- 
ing a recent trip to San Francisco 
to promote their line. As 2 result of

Meet Alan Smithee, one of Hollywood’s worst directors

It seems impossible to believe 
that when Truffaut and Goddard 
were coming up with the auter the- 
ory they were thinking of this guy.

If Ed Wood can have a major stu- 
dio do his film bio, then it is time 
to give other equally inept Ameri- 
can directors the tribute of 
examining their life’s work. As 
Smithee approches his 60th birth- 
day this year, he took time out to 
reflect on his career, which he apt- 
ly sums up this way: “If there's a 
script out there that Richard 
Fleischer, J. Lee Thompson or 
Joseph Zito won't touch, you'll be 
sure as shit my phone will soon be 
ringing.” 

This is probably the sort of think- 
ing Dino Di Laurentiis had when 
David Lynch refused to re-cut Dune 
for network viewing. 

“I get a call from this guy,” Smith- 
ee sombrely recalls, “And he says, 
‘All-een, this leettle sheet Leench 
won't cut the film for tee-vee. You 
gonna work-a for me, no?’ and the 
next thing I know I'm splicing in 
out-takes of Sting in diapers.” 

As a result of his editing Dune 
for TV, Smithee's name is listed as 
the director every time the movie 
shows up on the tube. 

“Lynch was mad as hell, but fuck 
‘im. I took his rambling and indeci-

days of film. It is interesting to note 
that all of these directors worked 
in television, honing their craft for 
the cinema. This, no doubt, influ- 
enced Smithee's style as he proves 
himself to be equally inept when 
directing made-for-TV movies 

In Fun and Games (1980) the 
subject of sexual harassment is 
treated “patly and obliquely,” ac- 
cording to Leonard Maltin in his 
book TV Movies and Video Guide. 
He received his first film directing 
assignment from Anthony Sanucci 
and Carl Edwards at Paragon films 
in 1967. They had obtained the 
rights to They Saved Hitler's Brain 
and needed new footage to provide 
the backstory that wasn’t originally 
explained in the first cut of the film. 


Ludicrous concept 


“So | wrote a dramatic prologue 
and sent it in. | based it on what 
had seen already. The film already 
shot didn’t make sense and the 
concept was ludicrious. I did my 
best, and I thought Tony and Carl 
were going to fire me when I hand- 
ed it in. They just looked at the 
title page, flipped to the back page, 
tossed it on their desk, shrugged 
and grunted ‘fine.’ They said that 
shooting would start the next day. 
I asked if I shouldn't have time to 
storyboard. They looked at me as if 
I was born with antennae and then 
they burst out laughing. I learned a 
big lesson that day.” 

The resulting re-shoot of They 
Saved Hitler's Brain had problems. 
Since the principles had fulfilled 
their contractual obligations with 
the studio, none of them rushed to 
offer their services to Paragon. They 
had gone on to other projects and 
none of them believed that helping 
the studio to finish Hitler's Brain 
would further their careers. 

“We had to hire completely new 
people, and | said, ‘This isn’t going 
to work! Nobody looks like the 
people in the original footage.’ The 
producers looked at me and then 
said, ‘Fine. Write a new beginning.’ 
I told them I didn’t have time, and 
they told me to make the time. I re- 
wrote as I shot,” Smithee shrugged. 

“It was a disaster!” Smithee un- 
derstated, “Those weasels skimped © 
the neg stock, We 
af close to the quality ¢ 
at (Stanley) Cortez (orig 
pe ag for 
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They Saved Hitler's Brain later that 
month, the only director to appear 
on the credits was that of David 
Bradley, the director of the origi- 
nal footage. 

“It pissed me off to no end!” fumed 
Smithee. “It was my work; good, bad 
or indifferent! I deserved the credit 
I did it!! Ever since then I made myself 
a promise: every film that I made 
would be credited to me.” 

Since then Smithee has stayed 
true to his word (See filmography), 
and has fought to have his work 
acknowledged in each film’s cred- 
its (which sometimes spells his 
name Allen Smithee, much to his 
indignation). 

Smithee has also had opportuni- 
ties to work with some of the 
biggest talents and legends in the 
film industry. Actors such as Burt 
Reynolds, Richard Widmark, Piper 
Laurie, Stuart Whitman, Max Von 
Sydow, Jose Ferrer, Eddie Albert, 
Lynn Redgrave, David Janssen and 
Cheech Marin, have all, at one time, 
worked on an Alan Smithee film 

“I see them in public all of the 
time. They never say hello; they 
never have the time of day for me,” 
laments Smithee. 

“Lhelped make them all what they 
are today!” he added with the 
straightest of faces. 

To this day, Smithee remains un- 
daunted by his reputation and still 
manages to find gigs on a regular 
basis. 

“At least I'm still working," 
states. 

“Every time I pass the line-up out- 
side the unemployment office, I 
give Michael Cimino the finger. 
Look, if Stanley Kubrick is such a 
hot shot, then tell me why It takes 
him five years.to make a movie? I 
could do it all in half the time and 
at a fraction of the cost.” ®

Ic's not everyday that you read a reveiw 
that complains about a movie being too

But the only time | looked at my 
trusty old Timex during Dance Me Out- 
side was when the end credits began to 
roll and | realized that the film had only 
begun a mere 80 minutes or so ago. 

However, such a gripe is really the 
only negative thing | could say about 
Dance Me Outside, the new film from 
Canada’s road movie auteur Bruce 
McDonald (Highway 61, Roadkill) 

Based on a short story by Albertan 
writer W.P. Kinsella -- who also pro- 
vided the inspiration for Field Of Dreams 
.- this film explores two years in the life 
of a group of Native Generation X-ers 
on areserve in Ontario. 

Best friends Silas Crow (Ryan Black) 
and Frank Fencepost (Adam Beach) want 
to go to auto mechanic school in Toronto, 
although the former secretly harbors a 
dream of becoming a writer. 

Unfortunately, their respective on-again 
off-again girlfriends, Sadie Maracle (Jennifer 
Podemski) and Poppy (Sandrine Holt, from 
he movie Black Robe) are not impressed 
with their guys’ youthful tendency to- 
wards drinking and fighting. 

Things change for the group after 
Clarence Gaskill (Hugh Dillon, lead singer 
of the rock act The Headstones, making 
his acting debut), a drugged-out local 
caucasian, kills their friend Little 
Margaret. 

Gaskill is only charged with manslaugh- 
ter, receiving a mere two years in prison. 
While Gaskill sits in jail, Sadie becomes 
politicized, organizing rallies and letter- 
writing campaigns, and Poppy tries her 
Juck with work in Toronto. 

Silas and Frank face the responsibili- 
ies of growing up, making mistakes and 
battling authority, and slowly gaining 
some degree of wisdom. Their book- 
worm friend Coyote becomes a pas- 
sionate vigilante, and the once-violent 
Gooch (who himself served a manslaugh- 
ter term) becomes a pacifist. 

Then one day Gaskill returns to the 
eserve, and the local youth decides to 
take justice into their own hands. 

The quality of writing and perform- 
ances in this film are uniformly superb. 
McDonald develops a community rich with 
detailed and interesting characters, hence 
the reason why the film could have easily 
been longer. He also avoids any preten- 
tions towards political correctness. 

A respected Native activist Hobart 
hunder is subtly revealed to be not all 



































































































that he seems, and despite ear y appear 
ance, not all the white folk in this film 
are bad guys or nerdy yuppies (altho igt 
itis never explained why Gaskill and |

This is the kind of film that makes one 
feel proud to be Canadian, especially if it 
finds an audience outside of Canada, br ing 
ing with it a piece of our society 

It is still unusual to see sympathetic 
modern Natives portrayed on the big 
screen, despite the popularity of telev 
sion fare such North Of 60 and Norther:

“I had gone there myself with this 
in mind. I'd rented this little house 
on St. Anne's Street in the French 
Quarter. I took a cab straight from 
the airport, walked in, put my bags 


down, walked over to the bookshelf 


for a book on New Orleans and it 
flipped open to a page of old 
churches, one of which was St. 
Expedite. | knew within 20 minutes 
of arriving that the play would in- 
volve St. Expedite.” 

The play explores the issues of 
life, death, superstition, religion 
and funerals, through the words 
and actions of Angie Mooney, a 
stand-up comic who's schtick has 
always been death, and who em- 
barks on a quest for answers 
because of the impending death of 
her best friend. 


Stand-up comic 


“It may not say much for my 
present opinion of organized reli- 
gion that when I decided to put my 
opinions out I decided to put them 
in the mouth of a stand-up comic,” 
laughs Jenkins 

“You'd be surprised how easy it 
is to find humour in a subject like 
this. It’s just so off the wall. If you 
stop to think about our rituals, the 
way we prepare the body, the way 
we speak in hushed tones, it’s just 
so ridiculous. Anything you can 
dream up about life after death, has 
already been incorporated into 
somebody’s religion, somewhere.” 

Local actress Patti Stiles will shoul- 
der sole responsibility for the 
one-woman show, which is made up 
of four separate stand-up routines. 


Jenkins admits it’s a gruelling amou 


of work for the lone actor, since Stik; 
is literally in every scene. for Stik 
it’s a piece that simultaneously ter; 
fies and excites her. 


One-person show 


“It scares the hell out of me,” « 
mits Stiles. “When you do a on 
person show there's nowhere , 
hide, there's nowhere to run. |r 
just you.” 

Both Stiles and Jenkins believ 
that audiences will find the struc 
ture of this "open casket comedy 
highly unusual. 

“What's going to hit you will hi 
you right in the face or go right hy 
you. It will upset you or make you 
laugh,” says Jenkins. “There are n 
set laughs. Some people will ge: 

Som 
people will take it as a comedy with 
a few sad parts, others will se 
more.” 

Stiles hopes people who migh;

time to experience it. 

“Live theatre is so much mor 
accessible than many people think 
So many people think that theatr 
is something you get dressed up fo 
that’s expensive or formal.

It turns out to be a disas- 
trous move, considering that the 
transfer of the property takes 
place during the final days of semi- 
feudal order, which led to the 
eventual emancipation of serfdom 
in the late 19th century. The fam- 
ily, having previously lived in 
pampered inertia, is dismayed at 
the results. Another tragic irony 
is that Chekhov was literally dy- 
ing and coughing up spats of 
blood from tuberculosis when he 
wrote the play 

Mancuso hasn't performed on 
the stage in six years and at this 
writing, was going through a few 
prenuptial jitters over his debut 
at the Citadel. It also marks a

Their song titles are. funny but 
there’s certainly nothing funny 
about the group's level of musician- 
ship.-Even though all of the 
members are self-taught, Project 
Twinkle reveals an attention to 
detail that belies the group's lack 
of formal training. While it is a bit 
grittier than most Canadian Shield 





college rock acts, the band also 
creates a striking number of differ- 
ent moods and textures. 

As Byrne puts it, “I think, techni- 
cally, it sounds more proficient than 
it is, only because we used different 
chord progressions than a lot of peo- 
ple would use. We don’t use a lot of 
standard major chords and melodies; 
we made an effort to go outside of 
what (we) usually hear on the radio.” 

To make sure they were able to 
release the record they wanted to, 
they were fully prepared to release 
the album independently. An abor- 
tive effort with Steve Albini 
produced nothing, except a strong- 
er sense of direction for the band, 
who at least knew what they didn't 
want the new album to sound like 

With slight trepidation, Byrne and 
company turned down Albini as pro- 
ducer, knowing full well that they 
might have missed out on some spill- 
over momentum due to his association 
with Nirvana’s In Utero. 

Luckily enough, KCS were able 
to work on Project Twinkle with

producer Bill Laswell, who, besides 
being at the top of their list of fa- 
yored producers, also had a 
stronger sense of what the band was 
all about. The band discovered that 
Laswell had a sympathetic ear for 
their hybrid sound, letting the band 
do their thing, only making sugges- 
tions On arrangements, most of 
which the band agreed with. 

The group keeps a constant vigil 
on outsiders, which is part of the 
reason they got Laswell in the first 
place. It was the band’s own net- 
working and not some faceless 
corporate entity that actually pur 
them both together. 

Byrne's biggest beef with the in- 
dustry is all the middle men; the 
people who have almost nothing to 
do with the musical workings of a 
band, but who would still have 
them believe otherwise. 

However, Byrne admits that some 
of them are useful, particularly their 
manager, who is now in London, 
scouting European tour possibili- 
ties for this summer.
